Workshop 



A Leadership Conference 
was held Saturday and Sunday 
in the Centennial Centre in 
order that members of Stu- 
dent's Council and leaders 
from the Centennial Centre, 
Food Science Undergraduate 
Society, Gold Key and The 
Harvest might get to know each 
other better, thereby providing 
a greater bond of co-operation 
among different organizations. 
The idea behind the conference 
was to try and foresee prob- 
lems which may arise during 
the campus year and to offer 
suggestions that might allevi- 
ate such problems. 

Communications were felt to 
be Macdonald's biggest prob- 
lem according to leaders at- 
tending the conference. Regen- 
eration of the Student's Activ- 
ities Committee consisting of 
activity and organization rep- 
resentatives were suggested, 
which would be responsible for 
putting but a monthly calendar 
of events, meetings, etc. avail- 
able to each student. An up- 
to-date bulletin board with spe- 
cifics of activities would be 
maintained in the Main Build- 
ing to keep commuters in touch 
with happenings on campus. Co- 
operation between information 
sources of John Abbott College 
and Macdonald College was 
suggested to keep students in- 
formed of organizations that 
are open to students of both 
colleges (Food Services Exec- 
utive Committee, Karate Club, 
Woodsmen). 

Major activities such as the 
Fall Royal and Winter Car- 



nival were discussed at the 
conference and it was sug- 
gested that the Fall Royal and 
Open House center its displays 
around the Centennial Centre 
and make use of tours of the 
campus to acquaint people with 
the college. It was felt that 
all CEGEP's and high schools 
be invited to see Macdonald 
College. Revue Night during 
Winter Carnival was suggested, 
with top-name entertainment 
revived in Carnival activities. 
The Agricultural Undergradu- 
ate Society, it was suggested, 
should organize barn dances, 
hay rides and possibly cider 
parties to renew interest at 
Macdonald in that society. 

Suggestions for a coffee shop 
in the Centennial Centre open 
in the evening was brought 
forward as an idea to serve 
people in residences and on 
campus after regular snack 
bar hours. 

Relations with the commu- 
nity was also discussed and 
it was suggested that Macdo- 
nald College might organize 
a torchlight parade and street 
dance during the Fall Royal 
to involve the people of Ste. 
Anne de Bellevue with activ- 
ities on council. 

The suggestions brought for- 
ward at the conference were 
left to the leaders to imple- 
ment, but before this can be 
done, volunteers are required 
to sit on various committees 
and lend a hand in organizing 
activities.

Editorial 

A few years ago the students from this college published 
a fairly good weekly newspaper. When the faculty of 
education moved to the Montreal campus, the newspaper 
continued to be published for a while, although less 
frequently (twice a month). Then two years ago the 
paper had become preoccupied mostly by petty events, 
was being run on a tight budget and was heading into 
financial difficulty. So the newspaper was practically 
disbanded this past year. 

This year, despite an even lower student enrollment 
we have tried to put out once more a student newspaper. 
In order to give the newspaper more character, we also 
changed the name which hopefully this time will have 
more meaning. We also intend to publish once every 
other week, both for reasons of time and of economy. 

The main reason for this newspaper is to be a forum 
of student information and opinion. Many local issues 
must come out in the open. Above all the future of Mac- 
donald College should be discussed in public, and not only 
in Principal Bell's or Dr. Blackwood's offices. After all, 
this issue involves the future of a few hundred students 
who will not get their degree for a few years yet and it 
also has great importance on the quality of teaching on 
this campus. 

Since there has been so much hesitation and procrast- 
ination in recent years on the part of administrators 
both here and at McGill as to the future of the college, 
many of the best professors have left, a number of 
students have preferred other universities (Laval and 
Guelph in particular). One just needs to look at the 
constant decrease of student enrollment to see an un- 
fortunate but clear consequence of the lack of policy 
from the administration of this college. 

I will not attempt in this article to find a solution 
to this agonizing problem, for much of the information 
is scarcely available. One thing is clear however before 
taking a final decision, everybody should know the econo- 
mics and the human factors involved. There are also 
external policies which will affect the future of the col- 
lege: whether John Abbott College will remain on this 
campus and help pay a large part of the maintenance 
bill or not. If there are serious possibilities of coop- 
eration on a long term, public discussions and nego- 
tiations should be undert aken immediately between 

reaching any long term agreement, then Macdonald Col- 
lege has to explore other paths. Because at this point 
in time, it appears much wiser to establish long term 
goals for the future of environmental studies and the 
Faculty of Agriculture. Thus new fields of study will be 
investigated earlier and advanced research will be able 
to take a more definite shape. In this second case, the 
presence of JAC would have very little importance in 
the decision. Obviously the future of Macdonald must 
be decided by all those interested, and we would not like 
to see a repeat of the frequent unilateral decisions taken 
by people who assume they have the power to think for 
everybody else. 

Thus the role of this newspaper should not be under- 
estimated. On the contrary its potential is great, and 
very close at hand. As in previous years, the student 
newspaper will carry a coverage of most campus events; 
sports and social events, as well as art, have a right 
place in a newspaper. 

But it is our firm intention to raise issues, from 
inside and outside, to the attention of our readers. For 
to sake of variety and for the sake of intelligence. 

Our job will consist mainly in informing the students; 
we hope that people will respond and take part in discus- 
sion. 

Certainly some people will say that such a newspaper 
is quite expensive, even a luxury because it will be paid 
for only by a few hundred students. I have to agree 
partly on this point. But I think the exchange between 
people which could result from this experience is well 
worth the cost and the trouble. And who would not benefit 
when, with the help of more pertinent information, every- 
one was able to get a deeper insight into problems 
which surround us, and perhaps use more reason, more 
heart and more patience in solving them?

The move 
of the Faculty of Agriculture to 
the McGill campus has been 
talked about for several years 
however this year it seems 
even more certain and closer. 
It is also known that the pro- 
vincial government wants to 
concentrate all university level 
teaching of agriculture in a 
single faculty, in Laval Uni- 
versity. On the other hand, one 
can still hear the administra- 
tion saying that no move is in 
sight. What to believe in all 
this? (A case of myopia?) 

For French students, this 
move will be of little impor- 
tance or may even be a good 
thing. For English students this 
fact may be somewhat more 
disturbing: there are certain 
guarantees which are given to 
students already enrolled, but 
there are definitely factors 
dealing with the student's future 
which are of concern. Before 
running wild in panic, which 
would be quite surprising here 
in any circumstances, let us 
analyse some interesting facts. 

The Registrar's Office has 
indicated a small increase in 
student enrollment at Macdo-

There was sufficient commu- 
nication and organization in 
Chile to allow a trucker's union 
to form and finally stop the 
government, with the military 
in an uncertain position. In the 
end. Salvador Allende was vul- 
nerable. Whether he died by 
his own hand or other's (con- 
flicting reports question 17 sui- 
cidal bullet holes) is irrelevant. 
His life was brutally ended and 
time will avenge. 

The United States of Ameri- 
ca, through subsidiary execu- 
tive branches (ITT, CIA) whose 
power and corruptive potential 
are firmly established, are sus- 
pected of resentment over Chi- 
lean nationalization of its long 
exploited resources, leading to 
powerful anti-Allende forces, 
quite cut off from the reality 
of life in Chile. 

Chile holds an important po- 
sition in the global copper 
market, and as mines are not 
worked, prices are climbing 
sharply, and American compa- 
nies are ^gffij^aininq. This lea-
